HAVANA, Sept. 19.—(4)—Beset 
by a serious rebellious movement in 
Camaguey province, President Ramon 
Grau San Martin tonight placed in 
the hands of his supporters the de- 
cision whether he should abdicate in 
response to a five-fold demand by op- 
position groups.

In unbroken succession, 29 states 
already have voted to ratify the re- 
peal amendment. Thirty-six are 
needed. 

In Arizona, one of those which has 
ratified, the state supreme court yes- 
terday dismissed an appeal from a 
lower court’s refusal to issue an in- 
junction to stay the repeal election 
held August 8.

CONFESSIONS ADMITTED 5 
* IN EDWARDSVILLE TRIAL 


EDWARDSVILLE, Ill, Sept. 19. 
(P)—Relentlessly pressing toward an 
avowed objective of the electric chair 
for six persons charged with kidnap- 
ing August Luer, Alton, Ill, banker, 
the state today succeeded in winning 
permission to introduce alleged con- 
fessions of the defendants. 

During the legal skirmish which 
took place with the jury excluded from 
the courtroom, Percy M. Fitzgerald, 
known as the “Dice Box Kid” to 
his St. Louis associates, related on 
the stand how he had confessed a 
part in the abduction. 

When the jury finally was recalled 
in the afternoon, George J. Gross, a 
department of justice agent, began the 
story of the kidnaping which the state 
hopes to unfold through use of state- 
ments made by the reputed kidnapers. 

Fitzgerald, Gross said, related his 
part in the seizure of the 77-year-old 
banker, while he was confined in the 
county jail at Murphysboro, Ill. The 
victim was abducted from his own 
home in Alton the night of July 10 
and released five days later without 
payment of ransom. 


Before the legal wrangling over the 
introduction of statements began late 
yesterday Gross also had told of Fitz- 
| eg statement. It implicated Ran- 

ol Norvell, a professional bondsman ; 
Irish O’Malley and Gracie Adams, the 
latter both of East St. Louis, Ill. 
O'Malley and Miss Adams are fugi- 
tives. 

Repeating his testimony today the 
federal agent eliminated the names of 
the other reputed kidnapers.

$60,000,000 Lottery 


PARIS, Sept. 19.—(UP)—The 
French government went into the 
lottery business today with a _ cer- 
tainty of 40 per cent profit without 
the investment of a single | centime. 

Tickets for the first installment of 
200,000,000 frances -($12,000,000) of 
the total lottery of .24.000,000,000 
francs ($60,000,000) were distribu- 
ted to banks, postoffices, tobacco 
shops and tax collectors. On Armi- 
stice Day, at the Trocadero, 16 new 
‘French millionaires will be created. 


Under the law, 60) per cent of the 
lottery receipts must be given back 
in prize money. There will. be one lot 
of 5,000,000 francs—free from taya- 
tion—15 lots of 1,000,000 francs 
each, 100.lots of 500,000 francs each 
and thousands of lots of 50,000 and 
100,000 frances.

Was Colortal Link With Past Era 


QUITMAN, Ga., Sept. 19.—Mrs. 
Hannah E. Hall, 86, who died several 
days ago at her home near Morven, 
was one of the few remaining links 


between this and the pioneer genera- 
tion which first settled this section. 
Her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Joel Gorn- 
to, came here in 1826; her husband, 
Colonel Enoch Hall, was one of the 
officers commanding troops in the 
Seminole wars and was in the en- 
gagement of Brushy Creek when 
whites repelled the hostile Indians 
marching upon the white settlement 
at Morven. Colonel Hall was the son 
of Sion Hall, the first white settler 
here and: the first representative of 
Brooks county in the state legislature, 
Colonel Hall being the second. 

Ih 1924 the Halls, Pikes, Morrisons, 
Folsoms, Gorntos and their descend- 
ants celebrated the centennial of their 
forefathers’ first settlement at Mor- 
ven, which was named after their old 
home in Scotland. The gathering was 
held on the site of-.the first house 
Hall built, all of which had disap- 
peared except part of the puncheon 
floor, which had been saved and 
which served as a dinner table. 

Aunt Hannah Hall was present, a 
revered figure, and told many stories 
of pioneer days and how the women 
did while the men were gone to the

Atlantic-Gulf Project Ana- 
lyzed at Recent Meeting 
in Savannah. 


BRUNSWICK, Ga., Sept. 19.—(*) 
More than 1,000 engineers would be 
given reemployment immediately and 
25,000 men would be at work within 
60 or 90 days if the government, 
through the public works administra- 
tion, grants the request for funds to 


» build a proposed canal across south 


Georgia and north Florida to connect 
the Atlantic ocean and the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

This was stated by members of the 
canal commission who met in Savan- 
nah recently to consider the situation.

_ In the discussion these facts were 
developed : 

The St. Marys river to Gulf canal, 
eutting diagonally across Georgia and 
Florida would save shipping from the 
Atlantic to the Gulf, 1,000 miles;

If you are bothered by insects when 
you sit down to read under an elec- 
trie light, here is a suggestion how 
to get rid of them: 

Place a lighted candle on the 
front porch of your home, allow-. 
ing it to burn for a 30 to 40-minute 
period at dusk, a large majority of 
the pests will be attracted to the 
eandle and will be burned to death, 
thereby decreasing the numbers 
which may find their way into 
your homes, 

If you have a fish pond, suspend 
a lighted candle above the pool 
each night. In addition to killing 
the pests, the light will provide 
food for the fish, as many insects 
will fall into the pond after their 
wings have been signed.

AID FROM DEFLATED DOLLAR. 

The benefits which have accrued 
to American exporting and manu- 
facturing concerns by the departure 
of this country from the gold stand- 
ard, and the consequent deflation of 
the dollar in terms of the currencies 
of other countries, are illustrated 
by increased exports to China re- 
ported in the current issue of Com- 
merce Reports, a publication of the 
United States department of com- 
merce. 

With Great Britain and other Eu- 
ropean countries off the gold stand- 
ard, it took, for instance, more Chi- 
nese silver dollars to buy a $1,000 
American automobile than it did an 
English car of equal value, but 
priced in pounds. With the defla- 
tion of the dollar the rate of ex- 
change reached more of a parity 
and the result is shown in the in- 
crease in the purchase of American 
goods, with a decreased buying of 
the same types of goods from other 
nations. 

American motor cars were prac- 
tically barred from the orient since 
Great Britain deserted the gold 
standard, until the United States 
took similar action, which auto- 
matically brought about a reduction 
of about 30 per cent in the price 
of American cars in Chinese local 
currency. 

The result has been that during 
the first seven months of the year 
813 of the total of 1,492 passenger- 
car importations were American, 
while of the 1,143 trucks imported, 
1,119 were from this country.

They have always 
told their followers the very opposite.

The jury mémbéts had‘read ‘nothing about the case, though the news- 
papers had been full of it for months, and therefore had no material 
of which to form an opinion except the scant evidence introduced at the 
trial. 
It is always a mistake to assume that the other fellow knows any- 
thing. 
When misunderstanding of verbal or written agreements makes ene- 
mies of former friends, the usual cause is one party’s assumption that 
the other understood something not mentioned. 

innumerable misunderstandings between employer and employe, par- 
ent and child, or husband and wife are caused by taking it for granted 
that something need not be said because it is understood. 

Everything needs saying. It is always dangerous to assume that 
the other party knows anything or understands anything.

NEW NRA BOARD 


T0 FORM TODAY 


Steps to perch the Blue Eagle of 
the NRA more securely over Atlanta 
will be taken at 3 o'clock this after- 
noon when members of the local com- 
mittee will gather at the Chamber of 
Commerce to nominate a group of six 
persons representing trade, industry, 
labor and the consumer to serve as 2 
“compliance board” to foster the op- 
eration of the recovery program. 

Called in accordance with a request 
from General Hugh Johnson, NRA ad- 
ministrator, the meeting will attempt 
to form a board along the lines sug- 
gested by the administration. After 
the six members are nominated, the 
group will name a chairman and the 
list of seven will be sent to Wash- 
ington for approval and official ap- 
pointment, 

Leaders in the campaign here said 
the board will, after approval and 
appointment, serve as a direct rep- 
resentative of the administration. 
Complaints will be received, examined 
and after investigation smoothed out 
or reported to Washington for action. 
The Atlanta board will have no au- 
thority to “police” employers except 
on orders from Washington. 

Leaders in the NRA movement in 
Atlanta said that a large number of 
complaints already filed against em- 
ployers for failure to obey the dic- 
tates of the Blue Eagle will be taken 
up first. General Johnson has said 
that where the employer is found 
guilty of failure to live up to his 
agreement, the Blue Eagle will be 
taken away. 

In his instructions to the Atlanta 
committee General Johnson urged that 
“all complants be handled properly.” 
He warned against rumor and gossip 
and suggested that all complaints be 
based on facts and nothing else. He 
said it was presumed that all employ- 
ers operating under the Blue Eagle 
were doing their best to comply with 
all rules and that “where failure to 
comply is observed, the assumption 
shall be that it is because of a lack 
of understanding rather than a desire 
to disobey the provisions of the agree- 
ment.”

FIGHT PHONE CUT 


Five Companies Appear 
Before Board, Testify to 
Reduced Revenue. 


| Five of the smaller telephone com- 
panies in this state appeared before 
the Georgia public service commission 
Tuesday and asked that no reduction 
in their rates be made at this time. 

The companies, the Interstate of 
West Point, the Mutual of Manches- 
ter, the Standard of Clarkesville, the 
Thomaston Telephone Company and 
the Statesboro Telephone Company, 
came in response to the commission’s 
blanket order against all Georgia com- 
panies to show why their rates 
shouldn’t be lowered. 

The Cairo, Reynolds, Walker (La- 
fayette) County, and Hawkinsville 
Telephone Companies were ordered to 
appear today. 

J. Smith Lanier, president of the 
Interstate Telephone Company, serv- 
ing West Point, Ga., and Lanett, Ala., 
said that in appearing he was not 
making an admission that the com- 
mission had jurisdiction over his com- 
pany, which operates interstate. 

Lanier said “my people fix my 
rates, and we run on the golden rule 
principle.” He said after a severe 
flood in 1919, followed by a tornado, 
his subscribers circulated a petition 
to increase the company’s rates, to 
keep it going. “It broke me and I 
was going to give it ap, and would 
have, but for that petition,” he said. 
The. petition asked that the rates be 
raised to from: $3 for party line resi- 
dence phones, to $7 for business 
phones. 

Arguing against a rate cut, Lanier 
said the company, of its own accord, 
allowed a discount of 50 cents to resi- 
dence and $2 to business phones, but 
that the reduction did not help busi- 
ness. 

J. L. Mathews, president of the 
Statesboro Telephone Company, said 
his company had reduced his own pay, 
and that of some other employes, to 
meet decreasing revenues. He said 
his vwn pay was cut from $385 to 
$265 per month. The number of sub- 
scribers, he said, dropped from 785 
in 1928 to 475 in 1933, owing to busi- 
ness conditions. 

‘Mathews joined with representatives 
of the Thomaston and Manchester 
companies in saying the NIRA had 
increased their operating costs. 

The Manchester company said its 
operating costs had been increased by 
virtue of occasional demands for in- 
creased service from the Warm 
Springs Foundation, which it serves. 
It said its service requirements at 
Warm Springs were increased greatly 
when President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, founder of the foundation, visited 
there occasionally.

With the 
clubs breaking 5 and 1 the only way 
to get 4 club tricks would be to im- 
mediately finesse the first round of 
the suit and then subsequently finesse 
against the Queen a second time. 

It is easy to see what happened. 
South was correct in his count on the 
opponents’ hands but as a reward for 
his very fine analysis he found him- 
self defeated 3 tricks when he could 
have made the hand. The dub would 
automatically play the Ace of clubs 
first rather than finesse the first 
round of the suit and would have made 
six-odd without any further difficulty ; 
but the expert had the great misfor- 
tune of losing - to East’s_ singleton 
Queen and having 2 spade tricks taken 
and a club ruffed before he could claim 
the rest of the tricks. His line of 
play can not be criticized in any way 
—as a matter of fact, in my opinion 
it should be highly commended and 
the loss just charged up to the for- 
tunes of war. After all, with five 
clubs in one hand and one club in en- 
other, the chances are five to one that 
the Queen is one of five rather than 
alone in the other hand.

TULANE 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Sept. 19.—It was in 1931 that Tu- 
lane scaled the championship heights, going without a defeat 
until January 1 in the Rose Bowl when a belated rally failed 
| to catch Southern California’s great team. 

Bernie Bierman, who coached that team, 
moved on to Minnesota, leaving the Tulane 
torch to Ted Cox and Lester Lautenschlaeger, 
his assistants. 

They have done a great job. The 1932 
team, with Don Zimmerman and a few rem- 
nants of the championship eleven, lost to Au- 
burn and to L. S. U. and was tied by Van- 
derbilt. The L. S. U. game saw a new Tu- 
lane team, more than half the regulars having 
been left in New Orleans hospitals with in- 


' fluenza. 
One learned about the Tulane team by 
satire cums spending the day at Tulane watching them. 


And listening to the coaches. And then at night one was privi- 
leged to have dinner at Antoines’ famous restaurant and to be 
visited in person by the internationally known restauranteer, 
Jules Alcitoire. And while this was going on, Horace Reneger, 
the Tulane publicity man, talked on and on and on of the 
glories of Tulane. 7 

They have hopes at New Orleans. Real hopes. But they 
have hope which is tempered with sophomore material. And 
so they are waiting and hoping. But I heard enough to ad- 
vise against trying to ride the Green Wave of Tulane with a 
surfboard. It will require a real sea-going vessel to tame the 


wild, wild wave. 


TEAM UNIT BETTER THIS YEAR. 

This fall big Ted Cox and his aides expect a team which 
will probably be more of a unit than the 1932 outfit, which 
was built about the remarkable ability of Don Zimmerman. 

The Tulane team is to be one of the largest in the 
conference. This will be bad news to most of Tulane’s 
rivals. The backfield is a picture. The starting four, 

McDaniel, Loftin, Simons and Roberts, are all near the 

same weight and height. They might be quadruplets 

all grown up to be football players. 

The backfield is expected to be a real unit. It contains 
three good blockers. It has excellent kickers in Roberts, Simons 
and in a reserve named Bryan. The passing will be taken care 
of by the same men.

MACON, Ga., Sept. 18.—Under a 
bright mid-Georgia sun—brighter and 
hotter even than that of which his 
coaching brethren to the north have 
been chafing about—Lake Russell 
may be found each day supervising 
the training routine of some 25 husky 
football players. 

This is the squad which this fall 
will carry the burden of a nine-game 
schedule, the most. pretentious in the 
history of Mercer University. It opens 
Saturday with Spring Hill College. 

The pace is hard, the sun is hot 
and the squad is not so lavishly en- 
dowed numerically as a lot of squads 
that will play less rigorous schedules, 
but the spirit is there, the kind that 
makes a winner. 

RUSSELL AT HELM. 

The guiding and the inspiring hand

NEW YORK SETS 
MAJOR RECORD 
WITH 13TH FLAG 


Pirates Bow to Phils and 
Race Is Ended by 
Terrymen.

NEW YORK, . Sept. 19. 

The New York Giants, one of DBase- 
ball’s forgotten teams a year ago, be- 
eame the 1933 National league base- 
ball champions today as their last 
possible rivals, the Pittsburgh Pi- 
rates, were knocked out of the run- 
ning by a 3-2 defeat at the hands of 
Philadelphia in the second game of a 
double-header. 

The Giants took a thorough shell 
lacking in their own game at St. 
Louis, but it didn’t matter, as they 
already had clinched the pennant by 
default soon after the game got un- 
der way. 

Pittsburgh’s defeat, following a vic- 
tory in the first game, gave the 
Pirates a record of 52 games won and 
65 lost, with seven more to go. The 
Giants have won 88 and lost 55. They 
still can lose the nine they have left 
to play and finish with &8 victories 
and 64 defeats for a .579 average. A 
clean sweep for Pittsburgh would - 
make it 89 won and 65 lost, for .578. 
The Pirates are scheduled to play the 
full 154-game schedule, while the 
Giants have had two permanently 
wiped out. 


RECORD-BREAKERS. 

The Giants, a club which was rated 
at the start of the season as little, 
if any, better than the one which fin- 
ished the 1932 season in a tie for 
sixth place, became a team of record 
breakers @p they clinched the flag to- 
day. It was their thirteenth pennant, 
a new major league mark. Previously 
they had shared record honors with 
the Chicago Cubs, each having won 
12 nnants. The Giants won the 
1 and 1889 championships under 
the management of James J. Mutrie. 
They captured 10 pennants for John 
J. McGraw from 1904 to 1924, win- 
ning the world’s championship three 
times, and then after McGraw, tired 
and discouraged, turned over a last- 
place team to Bill Terry in June, 
1932, they came through again for 
their scrappy young manager this 
year. 


Underrated from the start, the 
Giants fought their way up until 
they became regarded first as an un- 
expected threat to the leaders, then 
as a real contender and finally as 
a certain pennant winner as they 
came through against Pittsburgh and 
Chicago in their last tough western 
tour, All through the season they 
never fell below third place and after 
June 10 they never were ousted from 
the lead. 


SMART TRADES. 

The trades which Terry engineered 
last winter, bringing in Catcher Gus 
Mancuso and Outfielder George Da- 
vis, helped the team considerably in 
the pennant march. The pitching of 
the “big four,” Carl Hubbell, Fred 
Fitzsimmons, Hal Schumacher 
Roy Parmelee, was even: more tni- 
portant, especially the fine férm 
shown by the youngsters, Schumach- 
er and Parmelee. Perhaps the great- 
est factor of all was a never-say-die 
_— which kept them fighting 
through every minute of every ball 
game and frequently won games that 
to all appearances were lost. 

Under the guidance dnd insipration 
of Terry, the Giants survived spells 
of injuries which cost them the gerv- 
ices of their manager and leading hit- 
ter early in the’ season, later left 
them without an able shortstop and 
finally Fn their regular third base- 
man, hnny Vergez, out of action 
at the start of the important west- 
ern trip which ended today. 

It was Ryan, second only to 
Terry as a “spark plug” for the 
team, who sounded the war cry of 
the club when he was summoned to 
the west to play shortstop despite 
a bad spike wound when the team 
was in its worst losing streak. He 
wired ahead, “They can’t beat us.”

NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—(UP)— 
Although there was a strong finish to 
the stock market today. traders still 
were uncertain as to their market out- 
look-and seriously befuddled by their 
taxation problem. 

There was every indication for a 
rising market. based on the late 
strength—which brought an irregular 
close with metal shares active around 
their former 1933 peaks—and the va- 
rious inflation prospects. But the 
market has gone out of bounds of 
late so far as the time-tried indica- 
tory are concerned. One broker after 
a long dissertation on the dollar, in- 
flation rumors, current business re- 
ports, etc., concluded with the view: 

“It may be best to view the mar- 
ket by its own action.” 

OPINION DIVIDED. 

The favorable and unfavorable 
pointers for tonforrow were about di- 
vided.

SEEKING FEDERAL AID 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—(?)— 
American holders of defaulted foreign 
bonds are bringing pressure on the 
administration to create immediately 
the corporation of foreign security 
holders authorized by the federal se- 
curities act. 

Holders of Colombian bonds -and 
other groups recently have appealed to 
President Roosevelt to speed up or- 
ganization of this corporation which 
is designed to protect the interests of 
holders of millions in defaulted foreign 
securities. 

Charles H. March, chairman of the 
federal trade commission which ad- 
ministers the securities law, recently 
said plans for the corporation had re- 
ceived consideration, but no definite 
announcement has been made. A 
proclamation by President Roosevelt 
would be necessary to create the cor- 
poration. 

Latest estimates of the department 
of commerce list defaulted foreign se- 
curities held in this country at nearly 
a billion and a half dollars. 

Latin-American securities make up 
about $924,000,000 of this sum. Euro- 
pean obligations total roughly $560,- 
000,000. Liberia has defaulted on more 
than two million dollars worth of 
bonds.
